The first stage of the sen- 
sational action in which the 
Bank ‘ of Portugal claims 

. $1,115,613. from Messrs. 
Waterlow and Sons, Ltd. 
printers, has come to an end 
after a protracted hearing, ©. 

’ Reuter message stating that 
Mr. Justice Wright gave 
judgment in the King’s 
Bench Division yesterday in 
favour of the Bank of Por- 

: tugal for £531,851. 


The action is a sequel, to an 
amazingly bold coup by an Inter- 
national swindler named Marang, 
and his associates in crime, but 
the case ia not finally — scttled, 
Reuter adding that Mr. Nor- 
man Birkett, K.C. representing 
Messrs. Waterlow, has raised 
legal arguments, which the 
Judge has decided to hear next 
term. 

Mr, Juatice Wright, therefore. 
deferred entering judgment. 

. Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C, in open- 
ing tho case for the Bank, sald 
that the claim arose out of the 
fact that, in 1926, Messrs, Water- 
low and Sons printed a Inrge quan- 
tity of Bank of Portugal notes 
without any authority from the 
bank. . Those. banknotes were cir- 

-eulated and a large number of 
them were met. It was “in res- 
pect of the | money paid against 
those notes’ that the bank made 
their claim. ‘ 


Bank's Power to Issue Notes. 


The Bahco de Portugal had from 

the Portuguese Government the 
exclusive right of issuing bank- 
notes for circulation In Portugual, 
Azores, and Madeira. Another 
bank, the Banco Nationnl Ultram. 
rino, hnd an exclusive right to 
issue notes for circulation in 
Portuguese colonies. 
- In 1922 Messrs. Waterlow and 
“Sons were employed by the bank 
‘to print o large quantity of bank- 
notes, "They, were called “Vasco 
da Gama" notes, because they had 
a portrait of Vasco da Gama, the 
circumuavigator, in the left-hand 
corner. ; 

“On December 4, 1924,” said Mr. 
Bevan, “there appeared, out of the 
blue, a gentleman who has beon 
known as ‘Marang, although ‘he 
had a longer name which, was 
more difficult to pronounce, Ho 
camo to. Mossrs. Waterlow and 
Sons with a letter of introduction 
from a Dutch printer with whom,

VICEROY’S COMMENTS UPON 
CONGRESS ACTS. 


BENGAL TERRORISTS. 


London, Dee. 22. 

The increasing tendency of 
the Gandhi extremists towards 
the use of violence is the main 
note of the Government of’ In- 
din’s review of the internal situa- 
tion up to December 20, which 
mentions recent outbreaks in 
Bombay and Ahmedabad and a 
recrudescence of - the terrorist 
movement in Bengal. 

Acts of sabotage have occurred 
in the city of Bombay, followed by 
clashes with the police, which, 
together with other incidents, show 
that the resistance to the boycott 
on the part of the cloth dealers 
is being followed by an abandon- 
ment of the pretence of non- 
violence. 

The incrensing tendency towards 
the ure of force is also shown by 
the methods employed in the 
vigorous no-tax campaign being 
pursued in the United Provinces. 


Press Incitement. 


> The deterioration in the tone of 

the native press continues and a 
amall section is giving direct or 
indirect incitement ito crimes. of 
vinlence. 

There ia nothing communal in 
the outrages reported. The causes 
appear to be economic, supplement- 
ed by the encouragement given to 
the spirit’ of lawlessness and 
‘fostered ‘by the civil disobedience 
movement, 


Women’s Franchise. 


Meanwhile the Indian Round 
Table Conference is continuing its 
work. In the franchise sub- 
committee to-day, speeches were 
delivered by Mra. Subbarayan and 
Begum Shah. Nawaz, who submitt- 
ed & memorandum on the position 
of women under the proposed new 
Indian Constitution. 

‘The speakers anid it was vital 
thnt the Round Table Conference 
should itself define the future 
position of avomen as. it would be 
hard to secure a proper examinn- 
tlon of the question if postponed 
to future dates, after the Indian 
Constitution has been reformed

Present Discrepancy. .

The Bankers Trust Company 
of Philadelphia and its ninetcen 
branches in this city was closed 
to-day by order of the State 
Secretary of Banking. 

The bank is one of the most 
prominent-financial Institutions in 
Philadelphin, its assets totalling 
£11,000,000. 

The President-of the company 
states that the closing is due to a 
“steady seepage” of deposits, due 
to withdrawala-in the past few 
days. 

The Prestdent added that the 
action had been taken in order to 
conserve the assets and for the 
protection of the deposits and 
stockholders. He declared that 
tho Bank is “solvent, but harassed 
by the withdrawal of deposits.”

, Unconvincing Story. 


His Worship giving ‘judgment 
this morning, rejected defondant’s 
story that the money was repay- 
ment of a loan, describing it.as 
most unconvincing.

Mr. Lo pointed out that it was 
defendant's first offence In 19 
years and ho felt that'o Magis- 
trate in England would take that 
fact into consideration and would 
not-send the prisoner to gaol.

The decenged's mother testifle 
that her son had long been 
separated from his wife. He 
wrote witness affectionately on 
November 16th, saying he would 
much rather visit her at any time 
but Christmas, which, for him, 
would be “a scagon of gloom and 
melancholy.” . 

‘After evidence obout the state 
of the gas-pipe in tho flat whore 
Warlock was found, the jury re- 
turned a verdict that they were 
unable -to determine whether 
death was duc to an accident or

MOTOR 'BUS ACCIDENT IN 
NATHAN ROAD. 


The fatal motor 'bus accident in 
Nathan, Road, on December 3, in 
which a& school boy, Lau Kal-ching 
(03), Was the victim, was the sub- 
ject of an inquiry by Mr, Butters, 
sitting with a jury, at’ Kowloon 
yesterday aftornoon. 2 


Dr..K. Utticy deposed to the 
nature of-the injuries sustained by 
the deceased, which were mainly 
to the head. There were ether 
minor injuries on the hands and 
legs: Denth had, been instantane- 
oun. 


U Tin-chi, a student of the Ypu- 
matt Government School, said that 
he loft achool with the decearcd 
about 10.45 a.m. on December 3. 
They crossed the road and were 
walking along the pavement, when 
the decenred, on accing three 
other boys running towards him, 
also started to run across the road, 
Witnena cought hold of deceased 
by his ‘sleeve, but he broke away 
and got on to the rond, and was 
knocked down by a Kowloon ‘bua 
coming from Mongkok. The de- 
censed fell down and the wheel of 
the "bus passed over him. The 
"bus was travelling at an ordinary 
apeed. When the ’bus was stop- 
ped, the deceased was lying under- 
neath it, 


Two other achoal boys slo gave 
corroborative evidence, though 
one of them differred from the 
others, in that the body waa lying 
about 12 feet behind the "bus when 
It was stopped. Both of them said 
they did not hear the horn sound- 
ed, 


Passengers’ Evidence. 


Mr. J. M. Shroff, a passenger in 
the ‘bus, said that he saw three 
or four boys running across the 
rond from the right hand side, 
The first three got across but the 
Inst boy was ‘knocked down. The 
"bus was travelling a little faster 
than the normal speed. After 
knocking the boy. down, the ‘bus 
proceeded about thirty or forty 
fect before it stopped. The horn 
wns not sounded, He could rot 
say whether the driver applied the 
brakes, 


An Indian) passenger differed 
from the last witness, in that he 
snid the boy crossed from . the 
left hand side of tho road. The 
"bus was travelling at a normal 
speed, ‘and stopped about ten 
yards after knocking the boy 
down, 


The driver, Chung Chun, anid 
that the deceased suddenly = ran 
out in front of the ‘bus from the 
left hand side of the rond. Wit- 
neas swerved to the right to avoid 
the boy, but did not suceced. He 
applied both the hand and foot 
brakes. The ’bus was travelling 
about twelve miles an hour. When 
he first.saw the boy he was only 
about two feet in front of the 
‘bus. The boy was lying about 
elit feet behind when he stop- 
ped. 


Trafic Sergeant Scrim said that 
he tested the *bus and found the 
brakes and the steering wheel to 
be in perfect working order. 


The father of the boy and Sub- 
Inspector Nicol gave evidence of 
identification, after which the 
Jury brought in oo verdict of 
“death by misadventure.”

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GAOL STRIKE. 


It is becoming a habit all over 
the world, and particularly in the 
Far East, to blame “Reds or 
“agitators” when ja serious dla- 
turbance of any kind occurs to 
cause a break in the normal run of 
life, This is precisely what the 
Hongkong. Government has done in 
the matter of the strike which has. 
been proceeding in Victoria Gaol, 
for the past week, The trouble Is, 
attributed to: “outside influences,” 
and in elaborating this point the 
Government says our Gaol is “an 
obvious mark for the agitators who 
have vrecently made their presence 
felt in many parts of China and 
the Far East.” As to the method 
employed, we are told that “com. 
munication with prisoners is not 
very difficult, if only through the 
medium .of the  short-sentence 
men.” This confirma the 
supgestion which we put 
forward in commenting on 
the matter on Friday last, when we | 
pointed out the case with which 
messages could be carried between 
the old hands by these short-term 
men, whose services are utilised in 
the carrying of food, etc. If this 
is the real explanation, a3 the Gov- 
ernment now itself suggests, we 
can only marvel that the operation 
of the system has not been long 
since put an end to by ‘the vety 
obvious method. of secing that con- 
tact is rendered impossible. 

The extent té which the convicts 
have organised themselves may be 
further gathered when the Govern- 
ment admits how extremely well in- 
formed they ‘appear to have been 
on.the developments which were 
qccurring in.connexion with the 
food question. A Committee ap-. 
pointed to den! with complaints 
mado certain recommendations 
which the Executive: Council con- 
atdered but referred back, the Gov-. 
ernment in the meantime authoris- 
ing certain improvements in tho 
dictary scale, “Information - ap- 
pears to hove reached . the 
prisoners,’ says the Government, 
“that recommendations had been

Warnings Disregarded. 


“Those warnings were — dis- 
regarded,” said Mr. Bevan, “In 
due‘course Mr. Marang turned up 
wenin in London and eventually, 
instead of tho authority which 
they had instructed Mr. Komer to 
obtain from the bank coming to 
them from the bank by way of Mr. 
Romer, the authority which they 
Kol purported Lo come In the form 
of a letter by the governor of the 
bank delivered by the hand of Mr. 
Marnang. Mr. Marang Impressed 
the grentest, secrecy on Messrs. 
Waterlow and Sona, So secret 
was the matter, he said, that only 
a few members of the board’ of 
directors of tha bank knew nany- 
thing about it. He sald that it was 
essential that every communica- 
tion passing between Mussrs. Wa- 
terlow and Sons and the bank, or 
vice vera, should pass through bis 
hands. From firat fo last, every 
letter, with one exception, which 
Messrs, Waterlow and Sons wrote 
to the bank was handed to Mr. 
Marang. It was, of course, never 
delivered to the bank. Mr. Ma- 
Tang or his nssociates forged a 
reply which, in due course, was 
given to Messrs, Waterlow and 
Sons, 


Packed in Sult-cases, 


"The notes were packed in suit- 
causes and were delivered to Mr. 
Marang early im 2926. After one 
or two discreet inquiries: whether 
any directors of the Bank of Portu- 
val had come over to see Messrs. 
Waterlow and _ Sons, or whether 
any visit by -any such dircetors 
might be expected, Mr. Marang 
Placed a second order for 380,000 
hotes of the face value of 600 
excudos each, 

When the notes were first ¢ir- 
culated noone knew. Early in De- 
cember, 1925, however, the -bank 
found in their’ possession four 
Pairs of notes so identical in ap- 
pearnnee that they were wholly 
unoable to distinguish the one of a 
pair from the other. The bank 
telegraphed to Messrs. Waterlow 
and Sons saying that -there had 
been ‘a forgery of notes and ask- 
ing that an expert should be sent 
out to them. Messrs, Waterlow 
and Sona did not send an expert. 
The bank were given no informia- 
tion vither with regard to the 
notes having been ordered by Ma- 
tang or with regard to any pos- 
sible distinguishing marks between 
the authorized issue and the Ma- 
rang issue. The bank were kept 
at arm's length and got no help at 
all. 

Meanwhile the notes were being 
presented. In those circumstances 
the Banco de Portugal gave notice 
to withdraw the whole of the au- 
thorized Vasco da Gama _ issue. 
Except for some 4,000 or 6,000: 
notes, the whole isste was got in 
before the end of December. 

“Happily,” said Mr. Bevan, “al- 
though 680,000 of thease notes were 
printed, they were not all put into 
circulation. The bank has paid 
tyalnat 209,718 of these 500 
escudos notes to the sterling value 
of £1,106,691. In addition, certain 
expenses have been incurred, in- 
cluding the cost of withdrawing 
the authorized notes and printing 
a new Issue.” .

London, Dec. 22. 

A fog which to-ddy shrouds 
London hng boen responsible for 
delay to trafic and a number of 
ensualties. dt spreads ovor the 
enst and south-east of England, 
the North Seca and continental 
ports, 


A number of collisions and 


yesterday. collided in tho 
ostuary with the liner George 
Washington and was beached. 
It waa reported that the Malaya’s 
cargo of soya boans was swelling 
dangerously and theatening to 
burst her hull, but she was to-day 
reported safe, the cargo having 
been removed. : 

In London this morning flares 
were burning at the important 
crossronda, There wis a general 
slowing down of trafic, and in 
parts where particularly dense 
patches of fog occurred it was 
seriously delayed. Aithough re- 
duced fog services were running 
on the suburban railways, tho 
signals of the automatic signalling 
enabled trains to cantinue without 
extensive disorganisation. 

Southampton experienced clear 
sunshine. Croydon and Lympne 
Air ports were under fog belts. 

Yesterday, South London ex- 
perienced a particularly dense fox, 
and Sunday traflie, which was con- 
siderable owing to bright weather 
in other districts which tempted

COMPLAINT BOXES. 


Manila, Dee. 18, 
Many Important and = valuable 
suggeations for the improvement 
of the Inside administration of the 
Burgau of Prisons including trent- 
ment to prisoners were made by 
the Prisons Survey Hoard created 
by the’ Seerctary of Justice to 
Investigate officiais and employees 
of the Prisons Bureau and to re- 
commend changer In the method 
of penitentiary administration. 
‘Among ‘the most important ro- 
commendations are the creation of, 
the position. of a technical assis- 
tant to the director; establishment 
of a separate gaol for the City: of 
Manila where segregation of 
effenders of ordinances and minor 
offences must be made from those 
serving sentence for — grievous 
crimes; that prisoners should not 
be kept long nnd indefinitely at 
the central penitentlary but 
should be removed ‘agricultural 
farms where their Jayour could be 
advantageously utilized, ang that 
the Secrelary of Justice ‘or his 
representative should determine 
the assignment of prisoners to the 
penal farm that letter boxe® 
should be provided for inside the 
Bilibid prisons and its agencies 
for prisonera to pat letters of com- 
plaint against prisons offeinds and 
which the Secretary ,of Justice or 
his representatives alone might 
opens that tubercular prisoners be 
segregated as well those aMicted 
with other serious and contagious 
disenzes; that a. dieticlan be 
employed to look after the food 
and nourishment of prisoners nnd 
that the officials of the Burcau of 
Prisons sliould furnish the Secre- 
tary of Justice of the Hist of 
prisoners who are to serve them.
